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miners in connection with his force. The consequenee of aE 
this was that the troops mutinied, and declared their positive 
intention of deserting to the rebels, # net paid} Money must 
be forthcoming—but here occurred another hitch, which I must 
explain. Burgevine had so long procrastinated, instead of 
advancing on Nanking, that the confidence of the Chinese was 
greatly shaken. But still the hong merchant Taku, the 
Government banker, stood up for and supported him. About 
ten days, however, before the day finally appointed for the 
starting of the expedition from Shanghai, the ex-Taoutai, Wu, 
went up to Nauking, and presented himself to Chang-ko-fan, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperialists there, promising 
that the “Ever Victorious Army” would immediately follow 
him. Negotiations had meanwhile been carried on with a 
Cantonman, who, with a garrison of 12,000 rebels, held an out- 
post on the river side of the city, and who declared his readiness to 
change sides. But, in consequence of the expected arrival of 
‘Ward's men, these negotiations flagged, aud the Canton chief, 
with his entire garrison, escaped from their position, which was 
rather perilous, and, falling on Chang-ko-fan’s brother, routed 
him, and captured a line of villages, formerly held by the Im 

perialists. \Wu was instantly accused of treachery by Chang-ko- 
fap, and had so “lost face” by the non-fulfilment of his 
promises that he endeavoured to poison himself on his way 
down to Shanghai, and now lies here ina precarious state. 
Now, Wu was the bosom friend of Tn-ku, and the latter re- 
sented the injury sustained by his friend to such an extent, 
that he swore he would not advance another cash to Burgevine. 
On Saturday, Jan. 3, Sung-kong was in a state of uproar ; the 
city gates had to be shut ; the officers wero in terror for their 
lives ; and all business was at a standstill, Sunday morning, 
Burgevine came down in the Confucino, a little steamer be- 
longing to the Chinese Government, and taking his body-guard 
of thirty men, marched through the British settlement to 
Ta-ku’s house, effected a forcible entrance, bruised Ta-ku’s face 
with his fist, and bore away $40,000 which Ta-ku had in his 
coffers. He then went to Gen. Staveley and to Captain Borlase, 
of the Pearl, and recapitulated what he had done, omitting, of 
course, the personal assault, offering to give himsclf up if either 
chose to arrest him. This they both declined, and he de- 
parted on his way to Sung-kong. As_ soon, then, as the 
thing was bruited abroad, General Staveley sent up a des- 
patch stating that he no longer recognised Burgevine as head 
of the force, and the same messonger who took up General 
Staveley’s despatch took also Burgevine’s dismissal from the 
Chinese authorities. Now the question is, ‘ Who is to succeed 
him? English influence will be used to make the force an 
English contingent, but the Chinese bitterly oppose this. Gen. 
Staveley, with a natural desire to have his finger in the pie, 
has offered to officer the force right through, but the Chinese 
themselves have done no less than offer the command to 
an assistant-surgeon in a marching regiment, who has had 
many opportunities of making himself highly popular! This 
will surprise the people at home, but it is a fact, to be probably 
corroborated by next mail; but the great question now is, 
whether the English military and official influence is not more 
than sufficient to quash any appointment made by the Chinese 
authorities exclusively, Nous verrons.” 

The conduct of Burgevine, and the result to which it led, as 
recorded in the letter of our correspondent, form the prominent 
topics of discussion in the China papers. ‘The general opinion 
appears to be that General Burgevine was wrong in striking the 
Imperial banker, but that he had great provocation. The 
Friend of China writes -— 

“General Ward's successor is no longer in command of the Chinese 
army in this quarter. In fear of his life, Mr. Burgevine has claimed the 
protection of Capt. Borlaise, R.N., and it will be well if he can succeed 
in leaving Shanghai without imprisonment at the suit of parties to whom 
it is said he has become indebted on behalf of the Chinese Government. 

“General Burgevine’s fate will be a warning to those who, leaving other 
avocations, have taken up arms for the imbecile, faithless Chinaman 5 
though w unot defend his course, on Sunday last, in forcibly t 
from ‘fa. Kee's the 40,000 taels required to pay the men under 
mand, there is much to be said in extenvation of his offence. Supposing 
he had not acted as he did, what then should he have done ? that is the 
question, Here were tlree thousand men dependent on their pay for 
their daily food, and what would follow if they did not get it? Why, 
‘one of two things, cither a revolt en masse, in which event every officer in 
the gatrison might hive been murdered, or desertion. _ Considering, 
therefore, what was the best for the interest of his Imperial master, it 
seems to us that but few, if placed in a simiiar position, would have acted 
differently." 

We are glad to see that the Friend of China has commenced 
‘@ new life in Shanghai, The first number is now before us, and 
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fa highly creditable production. It is to be published twice 
 a-week. We wish it all success. 

HANKOW. 

A Chamber of Commerce is being formed to regulate the 
price of all erports. The authorities will support it. Two 
hundred war-boats have been launched, and a number more 
will follow. Their destination is Woo-hoa, The river haa 
fallen 24 feet, and the thermometer stands at 35 
Some falls of snow have marked the approach of still colder 
weather, 

NINGPO, 

All remains quiet, but almost daily, additional taxes ‘are 
imposed on the people by the Chinese Government, A corre- 
spondent of the Shanghai Recorder writes :— 

“H.M’s gunboat Hardy left this port on tho 22nd of 
December, and returned next day, having in tow the American 
barque Agnes, which cleared on the 20th, and sailed on the 
21st inst. She reports that on the day she left port light 
winds obliged her to anchor during the flood. About 3 Pw. 
she weighed again, and was hailed by H.M.’s gunboat Hardy, 
and requested to anchor, with which order she refused to 
comply. She was shortly after boarded by the commander of 
the Hardy, who demanded the Agnes’s papers, and it is said 
that some ill-feeling was caused by the entire proceeding. 
The Agnes remains in charge of the British naval authorities, 
there being no American consul at this port, and a rumour is 
current that she was seized by Captain Dew at the request of 
some of the American missionaries.” 


SWATOW. 

At Swatow a daring piratical robbery had occurred. A band 
of well-armed men landed on Double Island, and took posses- 
sion of the Chinese bank; as no adequate resistance was at 
hand, they proceeded tg work, and removed all the treasure 
they could Jay their hands upon. The amount of plunder is 
said to have exceeded $100,000. Various persons, native and 
foreign, witnessed the whole proceedings, but were powerless 
to interfere. The moncy, or a large part of it, is said to have 
belonged to the Imperial Customs, 


HONG KONG. 

The subject of the Manchester Relief Fund is still occupying 
attention, The subscriptions already given are not felt to 
have been sufficient. The P. and O. Company's omployés at 
Hong Kong have sent home £250. - 

“Tn the matter of the Lancashire operatives,” says the 
China Mail, “the loan does not seem to be a very taking one 
in the Hong Kong market, at least, amoug smaller investors ;” 
and that journal proceeds to contrast the contributions by sixty 
Chinamen in sums varying from one to five hundred dollars, re- 
corded in the Penang Guzete, of Dec. 27th, with the subscrip- 
tions made by the English community of Hong Kong. The 
approaching grand bazaar, to be held for educational purposes, 
was bitterly satirised in this connection, and church fune- 
tionaries, and the Amateur Theatrical Company, were strongly 
appealed to. 

One of the vessels belonging to the P. and O. company has nar- 
rowly escaped total loss. The Cadiz had sailed for the North 
early one morning at nine o'clock, but just as she was outside of 
Ly-yu-moon Pass, an alarm of fire in the forchold was raised. 
She immediately put back to harbour, and was run aground on 
Kowloon shore. Orders were given to scuttle her, and by means of 
gunsthis was done, five or six shots being fired into the fore part of 
the vessel. By two in the afternoon the fire was extinguished. A 
detachment of men from H.M.’s 99th Regiment, and a party 
from a man-of-war, were on board all day rendering what assist- 
ance they could, The damaged portion of the cargo does not 
exceed one hundred and sixty chests of opium, and some mixed 
cargo in the forehold. ‘The undamaged cargo was transshipped 
on board the Benares, and despatched on the following day. 

The new pier just completed at Hong Kong, and which is 
very similar in appearance to the marine parades which adorn 
our own harbours in England, had excited much admiration, 
contrasting, as it docs, in solidity of appearance and beauty of 
proportion with ordinary Chinese praya, notable for irregularity 
of design, and made hideous by unsightly structures of bamboo, 
Primitive bamboo piers are evidently destined to be superseded 


to a great extent by more substantial structures. The present 
pier has cost £1,200, whilst a ricketty bamboo 
pier, in its place, could have been erected for £80. 


‘This pier has no pretensions to high ornamental style, being & 
neat, plain, strong erection, constructed out of the very hardest 
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wood from Singapere, extending 250 feet [from the praya, with 
a breadth of 25 feet or so, and a broad landing platform at the 
further extremity. Vessels of 900 tons and upwards have 
already discharged cargo alongside of this platform, and it is 
part of the design to have two lines of rails, by which trucks, 
full and empty, shall be run between the ship's side and the 
godowns, by which still greater expedition can be observed in 
discharging. It is needless to point out also that robberies 
between the vessel and the godowns cannot occur on this plan, 
as they do under the system of cargo boats. It thus promises 
to be as serviceable as it is substantial—superseding flimsy 
make-shift fabrications of cane. : 

Five European prisoners had succeeded in escaping from 
the Hong Kong gaol on the 14th of January. The mounted 
police were at once put in motion, and two of the men were 
apprehended soon after. A rumour that Stanford was among 
the fugitives created some excitement, but this was found not 
to be the case. One of the prisoners, who was picked up at 
sea, has shown, by previous feats of the same kind, that to 
place himself outside of the gaol is at almost any time in his 
power. There has been found to be a trade in files between the 
inmates of the gaol and the outer barbarians. No doubt there 
is a demand, and that will regulate the supply. If a prisoner 
can pay a dollar or two for a nice light file, made out of a 
watch-spring, he will find some one to supply him. This 
‘laxity of discipline had excited some attention, and no doubt 
some new regulations will be adopted, giving more security 
to the community. One of the turnkeys was in custody on 
the charge of aiding in their escape. 

With reference to the recent regulations for trade on the 
Yang-tse, the China Mail writes :— é 

“The present course now adopted by the authorities at Peking was 

ken of so far back as 1859, and felt to be necessary in order to render 
the customs scheme complete. The merchants and others, among whom 
the idea of a foreign customs’ collectorate originated, have always urged 
the necessity of an efficient preventive service in order to complete the 
scheme and render it effective for the porpose intended. It is even 
affirmed that a fleet of cruisers, each capable of giving a good account of 
the largest smugaling vessel now afloat in Chinese waters, would have 
been bad from England though no rebellion had ever existed. The opinion 
here and elsewhere certainly iz, that Sherard Osborn’s fleet is for service 
against the rebels, and would never have been organised but for that pur- 

jose. We have reasons for doubting this: the idea of such a fleet has 

Tong been in existence, and the presence in England of a high officer of 
foreign customs is the first good opportunity that has offered for carrying 
out the idea, on to which that of warfare has undoubtedly been engrafted. 
Be that as it may, the new regillations for trade on the Yang-tse show that 
‘operations against Nanking, if they be undertaken by Captain Oxborn's 
fleet of gunboats, are not expected to absorb all his attention ; it seems to 
be assumed that he will be able to spare time for the supervision of the 
river trade. There is even a likelihood of Captain Osborn's fleet being 
used to prevent unlawful trading on the coast as well as in the river. It 
aust be confessed that England has begun to build up in China much of 
what she threw dowa by her earlier policy. She is determined, at least, 
that future wars with China shall not arise out of mercantile embroilments, 
where it is difficult to affirm positively who is most in the wrong; she i 
determined, too, that if the English nation is, to its loss, represented in 
China by a class who do not scruple to carry on ‘a very large and lucra- 
tive trade in smuggled goods,” it shall also be represented by those who 
will endeavour to turn the national revenues into their legitimate channel, 
and see that the treaties are observed and our own countrymen controlled. 
Let China be as faithless towards us as she may, we shali at least be able, 
when another collision takes place, to challenge the criticism of neutral 
nations as to the undeviating faithfulness with which we have performed 
our portion of the treaty and wrought for the interests of the empire.” 


The clock in the now completed tower at Pedder’s Wharf has 
deen at length “set going,” and both tower aud clock are pro- 
nounced a complete success. 











CANTON. 

By a decision of Mr. Bruce, goods sent from one treaty port 
to another, but transshipped at Hong Kong, are treated as 
coming from a foreign port, althongh protected by a duty chop 
and fully identified. This decision particularly affects the trade 
of Canton, whence a large proportion of exported goods is 
brought to Hong Kong in steamers, and transferred to vessels 
on the berth for the several coast ports. ‘The rapidly increasing 
preference of the Chinese for foreign bottoms, and the absence 
of injury to the Imperial revenue from the system of transship- 
ment under very simple checks, renders it desirable that so 
obstructive a decision should be reversed. 

With referer:ce to the Canton Baptist Mission, the Rev. F. 
S. Turner writes : 

“(In Canton, with its population estimated at a million, and for the 
surrounding populous districts with their millions more, there are at present 
hand nineteen Protestant missionaries; and this feeble band is threatened 
with diminution unless Christian friends step forward with aid. Among 
the various mi-sionary societies represented here, is the American Baptist 
Mission, receiving support from the Southern States; the head-quarters of 
their society being in Richmond, Virginia, Now, the present diastrous 














war in the United States has cut off these missionaries from the institaGep 
which sent them to this land, and wishes to sustain them here. It is mew 
2 long time since they received any remittance from ‘their board. ‘Twice 
this year they have had letters stating that their treasurer has funds but is 
unable to find any. means of forwarding them. Fortunately the missionaries 
of the same society stationed at Shanghai had some money in hand, which, 
without thinking of their own probable future necessities, they shared with 
their colleagues here, Some subscriptions, too, were collected by the 
Rev. J. H. Gray, and from these sources the mission has been supported 
during the present year. Their treasury, however, is once more empty, 
and, unless replenished by a re-opening of communication with thet 

parent society, or by assistance of friends in these parts, they will be 
compelled to seek some secular employment for the maintenance of thir 

ilies.” 


The Viceroy Laou handed over his seals of office to the 
Acting-Viceroy Yen Twan-shoo, on the 4th inst. The Acting 
Viceroy is the Special Commissioner who recently arrived te 
direct the collection of the War-tax, the pressure of which is 
causing much distress among the native traders, The ex 
Viceroy Laou was to leave for the province of Kwei-chow, being 
ordered thither for the purpose of settling the claims of the 
French for compensation on account of the murder of a mis- 
sionary in that province. The following is the version of this 
story current in Japan :— 

“ About a year ago three men, in the guise of French priests 
were preacning the rel gion of the Loni of Heaven in the Pra 
vince of Kwei-chow, and as their presence and their preaching 
creating disturbances and suspicions to the disquiet of the 
popular mind, aud were therefore distasteful to the Provincial 
Government, they were requested by the authorities to leave 
that part of the country’; they appealed to the Government 
of the Province, and axserted their treaty right to live and 
preach in Kwei-chow as well as in any other part of China. 
On examination, however, two of the party proved to 
be Chinese, and the third was suspected to be a sedi- 
tious character, but as there was no proof of crime 
against any of them, they were simply forbidden to stay 
there longer. Shortly afterwards three bona fide French priests 
travelied into the same region, and the Governor presuming that 
they were the same identical three he had already dismissed, 
ordered their scizure, and after a severe warning, sent them or 
their way to Canton. Arrived thero, and having reported their 
case to the French Consul, a despatch was procured from Go- 
vernor-General Laou, of the Two Kwang, assuring the Governor 
of Kwei-chow that the three individuals were but three peaceful 
missionaries, entitled by Treaty to propagate their creed 
throughout China, This despatch was forwarded by am 
ordinary messenger, and relying on its efficacy the three mis- 
sionaries started on their return journey to Kwei-chow ; but i 
so happened that the three missionaries reached their destination 
before the despatch ; thereupon the Governor of Kei-chow know. 
ing of nothing that had taken place since hislast dismissal ofthem, 
again ordered their seizure, in effecting which oncof the three was 
killed ; the other two were, after confinement, returned to Canton, 
‘The matter was then reported to Peking, and the result was that 
Prince Kung directed the Governor of Kwei-chow to be deprived 
of his rank and position, for having caused the death of the 
subject of a friendly nation. The Governor, however, resented 
this treatment, argued that his conduct had been right through- 
out, and absolutely refused to heed the Imperial edict directing 
his degradation, and finally, in effect, threatencd that sooner 
than he would submit to the oppression, he would cause the 
province under his control to “secede.” His protest caused 
alarm to tke Peking Court, and, with a view to settling the 
matter to the satisfaction of all parties, Gov General Lagu 
is now directed by the Court to proceed to Kwei chow, and to 
endeavour to pacify the rebellious Governor of that province 
(who is an old friend of his), and to induce him to select some 
other officer who cau more conveniently be made to bear the 
blame and to submit to the degradation required for the satis- 
faction of the Freuch demand,” 











COCHIN.CHINA. 

The country round Saigon is in a very unsettled state from 
piratical Mandarins—four pirates wore taken aud behewled at 
Saigon, on the 7th ult. Trade is quite paralysed, and no chance 
of any being done this season. The merchant vessels are leaving 
for Bangkok aud Singapore. There is a good deal of sickness 3 
several Europeans have died from fever and dysentery. 








BORNEO. 
LABUAN. 
The Straits Tines says that the accounts from the mines are 
very favourable, there not having been a single cas: of sickness 
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among the Europeans in December. If sufficient Isbour were 
available, 200 tons of coal could be raised daily. The class of 
miners is steadily improving, and the manager is now ina 
position to contract for 1,000 tons per month, and estimates 
that he will raise at least 30,000 tons in 1863—and probably 
very considerably more. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

‘The First King of Siam published, on the 8th Dec, a very 
Tong circular on the death of his second son. It commences as 
follows :-— 

“ The sad and mournful circular from His Gracious Majesty Somdetch 
Phra Paramendr Maha Mongkut, the reigning Supreme King of Siam, 
jatimating the death of His Majesty's most affectionate, wwell-beloved id 
Jamented Bop second son, his Royal Highness Prince Krom Mu'n Visnu- 
narth, whose lossis now mournfully sustained by His Majesty and the Royal 
family and the principal members of the Government of Siam. To all 
the foreign friends of His Majesty and of his late lamented Highness, 
resident or trading in Singapore, Malacca, Penang, Ceylon, Batavia 
Saigon, &c., and in Europe, America, China, &c.” 

The circular concludes as follows :—

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGATORE, 


‘The following is the treaty which has been concluded between 
Golonel Cavenagh and His Highness the Sovereiga Ruler of 
Sohore. We give it, as far as possible, in a condensed form :— 

“ Whereas by Article 6 of the Treaty between the Honourable the 
“English Rast India Company on theone side and their Highnessés the Sultan 
and Tumongong of Johore on the other, concluded on the second day of 
+ August, 1824, the said Bast India Company engaged, in the event of the 
-weid Tumongong preferring to reside permanently in any portion of his 
own states, and to remore for that purpose from Singapore, tony to the 
said Tumongong, his heirs or successors, the sum of fifteen thousand 
“Spanish dollars ($15,000) and by Article 7 of the said treaty, 
“the ‘said Tumongong, in consideration of the said payment, 

id thereby relinquish for himself, his heirs and successors, to 
“the Honosrable the English Rast’ India Company, their heirs 
and successors, for ever, all right and title to every description of immov- 
able property of which his Highness might be possessed within the Island 
- “Of Singapore, or its dependencies, at the time he might think proper to 








--dwithdraw from the said island, for the purpose of permanently residing in 


his own states. And whereas it has been that in consideration of 
his Highness Dau Tumongong Aboobakar Sri Maharajah, for hiroself, his 
Eeirs, and successors, renouncing all right and claim to the payment of the 
aforesaid sum of fifteen thousand Spanish dollars ($15,000), and 
making over to the British Government certain portions of the lands of 
which he is now in possession at Telloh Blangah, in the Island of 
Singapore, ss shown in the plan hereto annnexed, the said 
British Government shall grant unto his Highness, his heirs, 
executors, ,administrators, and assigns, a title in fee simple 
- > the remainder of the -lands at Telloh Blangah aforesaid in 
poeession, and that Articles 6th and 7th of the said treaty shall in 


. Consequence be abrogated and annulled. Now it is hereby concluded 


and agreed by and between the parties to this treaty :— 

‘1. That his Highness Datu Tumongong Aboobakar Sri Maharajah, 
for himself, his heirs and successors, doth hereby for ever renounce, re- 
Jease, and make over unto the British Government all claim and demand 
whatsoever to the said sum of fifteen thousand Spanish dollars. 

“2. That it is mutually stipulated and agreed between the partics 

* Rereto that Articles 6th and 7th of the aforesaid treaty, so far as they 
relate to any claims or rights between the British Government and his 
‘Highness Datu Tumongong Aboobakar Sri Maharajah, his heirs or suc- 
‘eeasors, shall be considered as abrogated and annulled by this agreement, 
and they are hereby abrogated and annulled accordingly. 

Done and concluded at Singapore the nineteenth day of December, 
in the year of the Christian era one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
‘tro, corresponding with the twenty-eighth day of the. month of Jamada-I- 
Akhir, in the year of the Hegira one thousand two hundred and seventy- 
ine.

Writing on the effect of the American War on the Singa- 
pore trade, and with reference to the Lancashire distress, the 
Straita Times says:—“ Singapore being an emporium from 
which all surroun-ling countries draw supplies, forms a sort of 
trade barometer, by which a very correct idea can be formed 
as to the increase and decrease of stocks in the consuming 
markets. An estimate of stocks, then, in Singapore would 
prove the correctness of the statement, that there has been a 
great over-production at home of all cotton manufactures. 
The Exchange publishes a quarterly estimate of stocks in im- 
porters’ hands, which, we understand from good authority, is 
very reliable. A look at this document issued at its last prices 
current will, we think, convince the most sceptical. The figures 
are in some cases cnormous, and present % supply which 
many months will not clear. We do not feel quite sure but 
that “many years,” in some cases, would be 8 more correct 
expression. This stock, too, is made up to the end of 1862, at 
which date shipments from Europe must have been all but 
entirely stopped. Now, had this over-production continued at 
home, we can scarcely calculate how disastrous the result would 
have been. Operatives alone would not have been the sufferers, 
but millowners aud merchants alike would have been included 
in the ruin, The American war, however, has put a stop to 
this. Mills have been shut, supplies have been stopped, and 
markets both in the east and we.t, but especially the former, 
have got breathing time, for which they will emerge into a much 
healthier state. This is one'of the “goods” that this American 
hurricane seems to us to have produced; and while we are 
particularly gaining bencfits from it, we should all the more 
liberally give in aid of those who suffer from its evils, The 
necessities of Lancashire sre daily becoming more press- 
ing, and, though they are met. in a noble. spirit of 
generosity by our countrymen of all classes and all creeds at 
home, yet the relief afforded is but small, and to be continued 
must be indebted to every possible source for sid. Our own 
subscription, £1,150—considering’that it was collected in about 
a fortnight, aud that many of the givers here are aleo givers at 
home through their head establishments—was a very creditable 
one, Three months, however, have passed away since this 
effort of our gencrosity, and it is timo for us to see if we can 
do something toore in aid of this great and national cause. We 
cannot believe that the resources of the place are‘unequal to

“The new company,” says the Culombo 
Observer, “will be most useful to our island, by bringing over 
coolies as deck passengers from. the coast, and by uniting us 
with that now important place, Tuticorin, which hax 
become the great outlet for the cotton grown iu Southern India. 
Regular communication between the southern and uorthern 
ports of Ceylon is of great importance; but the Pearl is so 
frequently detached from the lino as to bafite all calculation. 
We hear that o large proportion of the shares are alrendy 
subscribed for ; aud it is to be hoped that the Ceylon public 
will support a scheme which will confer so many benefits upon 
them, We have heard some objections raised to the seat of 
management of the company—Colombo people slightly 
disapproving of Negapatam merchauts managing the concera. 
But as the Colombo world hate so long neglected any enter- 
prise of the kind, jealousy is decidedly out of place now; and 
the compauy should, as uo doubt it will, receive considerable 
local support.”

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


PETITIONS FROM INDIAN OFFICERS. 


(18th.) Lord Extensonoucn, in presenting petitions from Indio 
officers complaining of the loss of certain advantages guaranteed to there 
by Parliament, insisted upon the fulfilment of the engagements which 
Parliament had entered into with the officers of the old Indian army, as 
an act of simple justice. Having stated in detail many of the grievances 
complained of, he that the greatest complaint of ail was that made ow 
account of the formation of the Staff Corps, which, in the opinion of the 
petitioners, unjustly interfered with general promotion.—The Duke of 
ARGYLL considered there was no cause for the complaint that the guaran- 
tees of the Act of Parliament had been violated. Parliament had 
guaranteed that the position of the Indian officers should not be made 
worse, but had taken no engagement that it should be made better; yet 
notwithstanding this those officers had been treated in a liberal and gene- 
rous spirit by the Government. He then explained the objects of the 
Staff Corps, showed that the fears entertained by the petitioners were 
groundless, and concluded his explanation by stating the numbers of the 
officers who had taken advantage of the Staff Corps, of those who had 
been promoted in their regiments, and also of those who had retired fom 
the service. 














HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE, RUSMANS AND FRENCH IN CHINA. 

(16th.) Colonel Syxrs rose to ask the Under Secretary fur Fureioa 
Affairs whether any information, official or otherwise, had reached the 
Foreign-office to the effect that the Russian diplomatic authorities in 
China had entered into arrangements with the Tartar Government to aid 
in taking the cities of Nanking, Soochoo, and Hangehow, on condition of 
having ceded to the Rus-ian Government Chusan and the adjacent islands 
in the mouth of the Yang-tse-kiang; whether the Taoutai of Ningpo had 
issued a proclamation announcing that barracks were to be prepared for 
2,000 Russian troops at Ningpo ; whether it was true that the French 
were appropriating landat Ningpo, and were raising a body of Chinese troons 
under French officers; and whether the Customs duties at Ningpo were 
being collected by an officer of the French navy.—Mr. LaYARD said that 
the reports respecting the proceedings of he Russians to which the hen. 
and gallant gentleman had referred had reached the Government, but they 
had no reason to believe that there was any truth in them. He believed 
that French officers had been employed in disciplining Chinese troops, 
but he was not aware that they were raising any special body of men, or 
had appropriated any land at Ningpo. Frenchmen as well as persons of 
other nations were employed by the Chinese Government in the collection 
of the Customs. 





COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 

(lith.) Mr. S. Firzceratp drew attention to the question of com- 
mercial treaties, and especially to the treaty pending between this country 
and the kingdom of Italy. He observed that it appeared to him Her 
Majesty's Government had proceeded upon a principle that was radically 
wrong, by having allowed the French Government in every case to take 
the initiative, and as soon as that Government had succeeded in obtaining & 
commercial treaty with any of the nations of Europe, then to bestir thein- 
selves and accept a tariff which had already been settled by France. He 
wished to have an assurance from the Government that they were alive to 
the importance of negotiating such treaties, and would not be content 
with simply treading in the footsteps of France.—Mr. Layano defended 
the course the Government had pursued. 


FORCED LABOUR 1N EGYPT. 

(20th.) Lord Patazrstoy, in reply to Mr. GuirrTa, said that it was 
understood that the Pacha was about to abolish forced labour, a course 
which, as far as it would be proper for the English Government to inter 
fere in a matter of the internal arrangements of another country, would be 
encouraged by them.

ASSASSINATION IN JAPAN. 

‘The official correspondence in regard to the recent assassinations tm 
Japan does not remove the suspicion that they were deliberately planned 
in order to favour the exclusion of foreigners. It seems that on the 
day on which the second attack on the British Legation in Yedo occur 
namely, the 26th of last June, one of the Japanese Governors for Foreign 
Affairs waited upon Colonel Neale, the Chargé d’ Affaires, to congratulate 
him on the Legation not having been assaulted for a whole year, and meze 
particularly on account of the previous day having passed without any 
disturbance or other untoward occurrence. Colonel Neale replied to this 
congratulation by saying that he did not anticipate any more danger, and 
that the earthquakes apy to be his only enemies, on which the 
Governer smiled and took his leave, without even recommending castsen, 
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avd afier having previously stated that he was glad to find “all was right.” 
“That night private ‘and & corporal of Marines were murdered at Colonel 
Neale's bedroom door, under circumstances which render it probable that 
e> lie of the Chargé d’Affaires was aimedat. The assassin was a retainer 
‘of the Daimio whose business it was to protect the Legation; he got the 
prs: ord from the native soldiers on duty; the Japanese sentry, who ought 
fo have intercepted him, fled on receiving a slight scratch, and some time 
elepaed after the assault commenced before the Japanese guard thought fit to 
turn out. In the light of these facts, it is no wonder that Earl Russell 
soggesis that the visit of the Japanese Minister, who “exhausted his com- 
munieaticns in congratulation,” was intended to throw Colonel Neale off 
his guard, and prevent him taking the precautions which might have saved 
the ‘lives of the unfortunate victims, It is true that the Gorogio, or 
Japanese Council for Foreign Affairs, afterwards expresed its regret at 
no! having given the Colonel warning; but this appurent frankness looks 
somewhat like deep subtlety ; and while expressing a profession of regret 
for the past, the Gorogio neither took any sufficient means for, nor gave 
any assurance of, efficient protection in the future. In regard to the 
murder of Mr. Richardson, the circumstances are even still, more 
peculiar. On the 13th of September the Ministers for Foreign 
‘Affairs wrote to Colonel Neale, who was then at “Yokuhama, asking him 
to warn foreigners off the Tocaido for a day or two, as a great Daimio, an 
envoy of the Mikado, was about to travel along it, leaving Yedo on the 
Sth. This was aot giving sufficient notice, as Colonel Neale only 
received the communication on the 14th, on which day Mr. Richardson, 
mecting on the Tocaido with the retainers of some Daimio or other, was 
foully slaughtered. Does this not look very like as if the Japanese 
Government was cunningly trying to give a waming which would be in- 
effectual in keeping foreigners from being murdered on the Tocaido, and 
jive it credit for wishing to prevent a collision? The difficulty 
in Japan is not at all removed, but rather increased, by the 
supposition that there is an understanding be:ween the Ministers of the 
‘Vycoon and the murderers of foreigners. That only shows the unity of 
she national sentiment in regard to the advantages of an exclusive policy. 
We are glad to notice that Earl Russell, instead ilioetal pears & cata- 
atrophe, acts towards Japan with remarkable forbearance and caution, while 
maaking no concessions that can hamper any future position which England 
may ultimately find it necessary to take upon its treaty with that country. 
In demanding £10,000 sterling as compensation for the families of the 
Marines who were murdered, he hit upon almost the only practicable step 
which can be taken at present, and one which the Japanese evidently 
expected, for some of their inferior officers made inquiries as to the social 
position of the unfortunate Marines, and tried to discover whether 3,000 
dollars wou'd be considered sufficient compenaati The Japanese are 
not a wealthy people, and when they find assassination to be a very expen- 
sive amusement they will probably give it up. Having themselves ad- 
anitted their responsibility in regard to such acts, it is just and highly 
expedient that Farl Russell should place a high value on English life in 
Japan, however unsatisfactory and repugnant to good feeling such an 
arrangement may be.—Daily News. 




















THE CHINESE IN THE WEST INDIES. 

The following extract of a letter from Dr. Mitchell, Immi- 
gration Agent-General in Trinidad, to Stephen Cave, Esq., 
MP., Chairman of the West India Committee, dated Trinidad, 
October 7th, 1862, has been forwarded to us for publication.

‘scarcely be planters from Demerara, who appear to be satisfied with the 
results which have there attended the introduction of Chinese ; otherwise, 
in addition to 3,496 immigrants from Hong Kong in 1861, they could 
scarcely have imported 3,200 more in 1862. In Trinidad, on reference 
to the annual emigration reports, it will be found that the Chinese who 
arrived here in 1853 gave unqualified satisfaction when under judicious 
ntrol. The few of that importation who now work for wages eam from 
fifteen to sixteen dollars per month, or twelve dollars, and are found in 
board and todging. Asa rule, however, they cultivate lands for themselves, 

which they have either purchased or leased; and the extensive fields 
Planted out in corn and sueet potatoes in the vicinity of Port of Spain 
declare vomistakeably the labour value of their occupants. It is not too 
much to sy that, without the personal exertions of these Chinese agricul. 
furists, and the stimulus of their example to our native peasantry, the

Serving as a young subaltera through the entire of the fit Buran 
war, the latter half of it attached to the survey branch of the Quarter- 
master-General’s department, and quartered for different perio is in vari- 
‘ous parts of what is now British Pegu, especially at and arouad its ancient 
ruined capital, I availed myself of the opportunities to collect geogra- 
phical information of that splendid but then depopulated and waste land, 
and of the countries between it and the west of China Proper; and what I 
then ascertained formed the nucleus of my continued and very extensive 
collections on the interesting subject. 

Sent at the close of the war, in the sama branch of the Staff, to the 
‘Tenamerim provinces then ceded to us by Burmah, and stationed at dif- 
ferent times at Acaherst, Tavoy, and Mergui, [ al.led to my information 
every thing procurable in those provinces, either by my own observation, 
or from the reliable reports of others, including inteiligent. Chinese there 














Daring that petiod of service I traversed much of those provinces, and 
of Pegu ; ascended more or less of the Irrawaddi, Pezu, Sittoung, Salween, 
Tavoy, Tenasserim, and Pakchan rivers; and, in’ a different variety of 
vemele including Chinese junks, I pawed several timas up and dowa that 
coast and among the wild islands which line it. 


Ata later period, speading some time for my health at Penang, and 
after that serving at Malacca as Station Staff officer, I at each place 
tinued the work of co'lecting information, maps, and charts, of the portion 
of Asia between the Malacca’ Straits, British India, Tibit. and the whole 
west of China Proper; and in this work did not omit to seek out at each 
place the best informed of the Chinese settled at them, and to gather from 
each what I could of ‘different parts of their own country and of those 
adjacent to it, and named above. 

Returning from the eastward to a Staff appointment at Madras, 1 there 
resumed this general study of Asia extra Gangem, in course of which I 
added to my collections many old and modern publications having reference 
thereto, And my personal close observation of them having made me fully 
aware of the utter worthlessness in revenue compared to their charge, and 
in commerce, of the unpeopled ‘jurigie provinces of Amherst, Tavoy, and 
Mergui, and of their heavy annual drain on the Indian army and Treasury ; 
and my collected information indu:ing the belief that a large trade could 
be ‘cuabliahed with the west of China if it was commercially sppecachod 
from the Gulf of Martaban, I drew up rome papers on the subject for 
the then (1833-84) Governor-General, and submitted for his considera- 
tion whether it would not_be advantageous to both England and India to 
restore those provinces to Burmah (under British protection of them from 
other naval powers), in exchange for the historic island of Syriam, in the 
Rangoon River, and a direct commercial road across Burmah, with a low 
transit duty, to the nearest point of Western China. And that this 

ion, and the information with I which supported it, was not 
thought “idle” or ‘ visionary” by that able ruler of British India, 
may be justly inferred from the fact that, though I was otherwise 
wholly unknown to him, he communicated to me that he had 
made a note of my name for civil emyloyment on the east of the Bay 
of Bengal when opportunity should offer. Continued ill-health, however, 
the result of hard service and privations in the Burman war (in which I lost 
a brother from the same causes), compzlled my return to England, and 
‘enforced ultimate relinquishment of further service in India. But after his 
own return to England, Lord William Bentinck, the Governor-General 
above referred to, was kind enough to write me the following, perhaps too 
Partial, opinion of the papers and suggestions I had #0 submitted to him :— 


Although Captain Sprye never acted immediately under the orders of 
the Supreme Government of Ipdia, it is in my power to state, from cir- 
cumstances having reference exclusively to myself as Governor-General, 
my opinion of him asa publicservant. During tha years I was Governor- 
General I received from him numerous important papers, drawa up upon 
various topics connected with our Indian. administration ; exposing what 

to him to be defects in our system and proceedings, and sug- 
gesting measures for their revision and amendment. The invariable tenor 
of those exhibited a lively interest in the welfare of the Govern- 
ment, and in the general good of both its servants and subjects; and there 

throughout them considerable talent, much information and 
research, enlarged views, and just observations.” 
«About the same time, and in reference to papers which, with his per- 
tission, I had addressed from India, also asa stranger, to the President of 
the Board of Control, Lord Glenelg wrote me thereof :—

I give you these opinions, from among several I hold of high officials of 
tail davtg my ener ing that I did not ioe sain that 
young period of life, the opportunitiesit afforded me of acquiring eastern in- 


formation, and this beyond the range of my mere military duties; and thst 
the opinions and views the knowledge so acquired led me to form were not 
thought unfavourably of by even the highest of our Indian autkoritics. Those 
opinions and the recommendations they caused me to offer, invariably 
embraced honourable peace with our Asiatic neighbours, and the material 
improvement of our own subjects by education, the encouragement of culti- 
vation, the construction of roads and canals, and THE EXTENSION OF 
commence in every direction that could be opened for it. 


‘The geographical study of eastern inland Asia, into which I was so led 
by my earliest service in India, I earnestly resumed in England, with the 
view of bringing about a direct commerce with China by a land route 
from the Bay of Bengal; and in 1843 L addressed a paper on the subject 
to our then Prime Minister, Of that paper copies still exist in print ¢o 
show that what has been since done in India in the way of railroads, 
canals, increase of cultivation, and their ever-attendant increase of com- 
merce, were all then strongly urged by me upon the attention of that 
minister, when it was neither fashionable nor popular so to advocate the 
interests of our Indian fellow-subjects; with my opinion that no parts of 
Burmah were of real territorial or financial value to India or England 
barond affording a commercial way from Rangoon to the south-west of

Tn adding in England to the reliable material I had collected in India 
bearing on this latter point, I was greatly assisted by the kindness of Mr. 
J. S. Mill, and other principal officials of the late East inaia Company, 
all of whom, with the proverbial courtesy and liberality of that establisle 
ment, permitted me and my son the great advantage of perusing, copying, 
or taking extracts from, documents and maps among the Company's re- 
cords, having reference to different countries of Asia We thus had the 
advantage of collating the printed accounts of the embassies of Tumer, 
Symes, Cox, Crawfurd, Pemberton, Phayre, and others, to Tibit, Bootan, 
Burmah, Siam, Cochin-China, &., with their more full and unreserved 
official journals, reporte, and correspondence while so employed; and were ” 
able to add to those printed works full copies of the MS. journals and reports 
of comes. Second Embassy to Burmah, of Canning's Missions tothe same, of 
the late most able (but neglected) Colonel Henry Burney's very volumiuous 
and instructive journals and reports of his Mission to the Court af 
Siam, and of his subsequent long sojourn, as Resident, at the Burman 
Court—journals and reports which are unusually full of valuable poli- 
tical, geographical, and commercial information ; Pemberton’s “ Eastera 
Frontier,” Richardson's several “ Missions to Changmai ( Zimmé), Moni, 
Bankok, &e. ;” McLeod's more important “ Mission to Kiang-‘Tung and 
Kiang- Hung ;” O'Riley's “ Journey from Toonghoo across the Kareanee 
Mountains, north of Pegu, to the Salween River ;” Brigg’s “ Expedition 
wp the Salween, beyond our Pegu frontier ;” Tremenhere's “ Survey

jesty's Ministers since the commencement of the second or thelorea Arrow 
‘Chinese war,—by the six private pamphlets we have drawn up from it and 
liberally circulated, with maps, among the manufacturing, mercantile, and 
shipping interests of the United Kingdoi,—and by the frequent favourable 
notices which enlightened portions of the public press, especially that of 
the manufacturing districts and commercial ports, have taken of our labours 
and propositions.

FRANCE. 

Ta France publishes the following :—* Rear-Admiral de la 
Grandidre, appointed Governor and Commander-in-Chief in 
©ochin-China, left this morning (18th) for Marseilles, where he 
will embark in one of the Royal mail steamers for his destina- 
Yon. Rear-Admirat de la Grandidre is accompanied by Captain 
Desmoulins, the chief of his staff, and by Lieutenant Ansart, 
Ikts aide-de-camp. A body of 300 marines, sent ns a reinforce- 
ment to Cochin-China, and various volunteers who have joined 
ak their own request, go by the same steamer. Rear-Admiral 
Bonard, who has received permission to return to France, will 
await Rear-Admiral de la Granditre, when he will hand him 
erer the command,” 

A transport vessel on a new plan has just been completed 
st Cherbourg. Thirty-six others aro nearly finished on the 
same plan, and they are to be increased to 50. Each vessel is 
enpable of accommodating 1,000 men, so that, in case of neces- 
sity, the flotilla at Cherbourg might transport an army of 50,000 
men. 

A newspaper called Za Paix has circulated an announcement 
to the effect that some of the most distinguished engineers in 
France, among whom are mentioned MM. Flachat, Petiet, 
Techatelier, and Girard, have approved a plan of a railway from 
Paris to Marseilles, which would resolve a problem hitherto 
considered impossible. They assert that the journey from 
Paris to Marseilles, 510 miles, may be accomplished in an hour 
ard a half, with more economy and security than it is at pre- 
sent performed in eighteen hours. They are so decided in 
their opinion, that several of them have demanded permission 
for the construction of the railway. The plan has been sub- 
mitted to the Emperor for his approbation. The hydraulic 
system invented by M. Girard, in which he substitutes sliding 
fox running on wheels, is the basis of the new plan.

AmsTERDAM, Feb. 22. 

Scareely has the new Colonial Minister, Mr. Fransen van de 
Putte, had timo to take possession of his new office, when, as is 
eften the case, he is attacked right and left by the Opposition 
im the States-General and by the'Conservative organs of the 
press, who accuse him of following a policy that must inevitably 
lead to the dissolution of the ties eristing between this country 
and her East Indian possessions, They affirm that it must anni- 
hilate the welcome annual surplus revenue that flows in so regu- 
Ievly, and stop up the springs from which they are derived, by 
vuining the colonists in Netherlands India, and ultimately bring- 
ing about a separation from the mother country and producing 
a social revolution in Java; whilst their fears cause them to 
Proguosticate all sorts of evil from limiting to a few favoured 
individuals the permission to Europeans to scttle in that flourish- 
ing island. In mentioning this I am happy to be able to add 
that whilst the Colonial Minister treats these attacks with the 
silent contempt they merit, he is preparing with the dignity of 
eonscious rectitude to endorse the liberal and enlightened policy 
ef the Thorbecko Cabinet, in which he is supported by the 
King and applauded by a decided majority both of the States- 
General and tho nation. 

Messrs, J. Santhagcns and E. Cramerus, the agents in this 
eity of the Dutch East India Discount Company at Batavia, havo 
distributed circulars giving an account of the operations of that 
institution durivg the past year, from which it appears that 
whilst the rate of discount in this country is not more than 
‘@ per cent. (and only 3 per cent. on call), it has risen in Java 
gradually to 9 per cent., by which they are in a position to

declare a handsome dividend. It is further proposed to im 
crease their joint capital by raising in Holland a farther 
gum of 3,000,000 florins in shares of 500 florins each, for the 
purpose of forming a Guarantee Fund, the subscribers to which 
are to receive a certain fixed rate of interest aud a participation 
in the general profits of the company, according to the mede 
described in the circular or prospectus, 

It is stated to be the intention of the Minister for the Naval 
Department to ask from the States-General an additional vote 
for a large sum (report speaks of fifteen tons of gold, or @ 
million and'a-half of florins) for building iron-clad ships for the 
Royal Navy, the amount to be charged to the surplus revenue 
of 1862, 

The Staats-Courant contains an official notice from the Colo- 
nial Office, that the Governor-General of Netherlands India is 
empowered by the King to sell by public auction in Java, during 
the course of this year 200,000 piculs of sugar, and 50,000 piculs 
of coffee, and that the days of sale, and the quantities to be 
offered in each, will be made known at a later period. 

The Netherlands Trading Company have chartered the fol- 
lowing sixteen vessels to bring cargoes of East India produce 
from Java to this country :—

‘A batch of sation of foreigners has been 
introduccd in the Sccond Chamber of the States-General, 
Among the gentlemen thus proposed are the following names : 
—C. T. de la Chaux, born at Macassar ; M. J. Sauer, of Parie- 
Batoe; F. Lucher, of Pamakassan; and J. F. Quartero, of 
Passaeroeang. 

Accounts have been received in this city that the Dutch ship 
Almelo, Capt. B. P. Tjebbs, which sailed on the 6th of Nov. 
last from ‘Tjilatjap to Amsterdam, had put in to the Cocoa 
Islands ina leaky state, and after discharging her cargo and 
undergoing repairs, proceeded on her voyage on the 22nd of 
the same month. 

In the February number of the Colonial Aunual (Koloniale 
Jaarboeken), published at the Hague, is an interesting descrip 
tion of the military expedition to Ceram in 1860, from the pen 
of Mr. W. A. van Recs, and an elatorate article on the present 
state of the cultivation of sugar in Java. 

A letter from Harderwyk announces that the first detach- 
ment of supplementary troops this year will march from the 
Colonial Depét in that town on the 28th inst. to Rotterdam 
for embarkation there on board the chartered transport Princess 
Amalia, Capt. L, W. van Ryn van Alkemade, for Java. It will 
consist of 125 men and 15 non-commissioned officers, under 
the command of Lieut.-Colonel C. Rapport, of the E.L. army, 
returning to duty from leave of absence to this country, accom- 
panied by Lieutenants J. F. Schneider and H. Wilkens, of the 
ELL. Infantry, and Lieut. K. F. de Wylde, of the Engineers, a8 
well as the Military Apothecary of tho Third-Class, A. C. van 
Ravensway. Last year the number of men that embarked for 
Java was 1,150. This year uot more than half that quantity 
will be required to fillup the vacancics from death and sickness, 
unless any unexpected contingency should occur. 

The official Staate-Courant contains the conditions and 
particulars of a system of steam communication in Netherlands 
India to come into operation on the Ist of July next, and for 
which servico contractors are invited to compete. The steam- 
boat lines are :—From Batavia to Singapore, to Samarang and 
Sourabaya ; from Sourabaya to Macassar, the Molukka Islands, 
and Timor; from Batavia to Pontianak and Bencoolen; and 
from Sourabaya to Banjermassin, in Borneo. Applications and 
tenders to be made tothe Minister for the Naval Department. 

On the 19th inst. the King’s birthday was celebrated all over 
the country with more than usual loyal demonstrations in order 
to testify the joy of the people at the successful passing of the 
“Water Roads Bill” The illuminations in this city were very 
general, and the consumption of evergreens for garlands and 
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wreaths te -decerste the pubtio buildings and private residences 
twen-enormous. 1 happened to be at the railway terminus the 
day bofore, when a special train of no less than sixty-eight 
‘trucks, all leaded with evergreens, arrived. They had been 
‘erdered by the Corporation, and were sold at cost price. 

In celebration of the Royal birthday at Court, a number of 
promotions in the army and navy were made, amongst which 
are H.R.H. the Prince of Orange-Nassau, hitherto Lieutenant- 
‘General and Vioo-Admiral, to be General of Infantry and Lieut.- 
Admiral, and Colonel J. W. Blanken, of the Artillery, the pre- 
sent Minister of War, to be Major-General in the Army. 

HLRH. the Prince of Orange has been pleased to acquaint 
Mr. Jaeger that he ascepts, with feelings of the greatest 
satiafaction, the office of Honorary President of the new 
“Amsterdam Canal Company,” which is being formed for the 
execution of the great ship canal. 

Ata preliminary meeting of the electors of Rotterdam to 
choose a candidate for the representation of that borough, 
vacant by the appointment of Mr. Fransen van de Putte to be 
Colonial Minister, the following gentlemen were proposed and 
Seconded :—Mr. Willem Adrian Viruly Verbrugge, Burgomaster 
-of Gorinchem ; D. L. Wolffson, formerly officer in the Royal 
Navy, now of Leyden; L. Piucoffs, member of the Municipal 
Council of Rotterdam ; and Mr. P. F. Hubrecht, lawyer, of that 
city. Mr. Pincoffs having expressed a wish not to be put in 
nomination, a ballot took place, the result of which was that 
Mr. Verbrugge received the most votes, and was declared the 
‘successful candidate. 

There has also been an election for a member of the Second 
Chamber of the States-General for the borough of Zierikzce, at 
which Younker J. F.Sobuurbeque Boeye was declared duly 
elected out of eight candidates. 

The contract for tho construction of the iron floating-dock 
for the use of H.N.M. ships in Nethorlands India has been 
-awarded to Messrs. P. van Vlissengen and Dundok van Heel, of 
this city, for 366,685 florins, as the lowest tender. There 
appears to have been considerable competition for the coutract, 
no less than seventeen tenders having been received by the 
Naval Department. 

Accounts have been received here of the safe arrival, on the 
B1stof December, in the Bay of Rio 2e Janeiro, of H.N.M. 
steam corvette De Heldin, Capt.-Lieut. S. H. Binkes, from 
Nieuwe Deep to Batavia. She was to procced on her voyage 
on the 8th of January, All well on board. 

Personan.—The King has conferred the distinction of 
Knight of the Fourth Class of the Military Order of Willem on 
Sergeant P. C. Schnack, of the East India Infantry, in grateful 
acknowledgment of his bravery in the late expedition to Borneo, 
and especially at the disembarkation of the troops in the River 
Kopocas on the 28:h April, 1860. 

H.M. has given orders that Lieut. J. R. Engelhard, Sergeant 
H. Schuilenburg, and Fusileer G. Belkmecr, of the East India 
Infantry are to be hononrably mentioned in General Orders to 
‘be read to the troops in Netherlands India and at home, for 
their distinguished bravery during the expedition to the Leboug 
in Sumatra in March, 1862. 

Mr. Rudolph Sclhmacher has been recognised as Prussian 
Consul! at Sourabaya. 

Accounts have been reccived announcing the arrival of his 
Excellency’Licut.-General C, P. Schimpf, the newly-appointed 
‘Commander-in-Chief of the East India army, on the 18th of 
December last, in Batavia Roads, on board H.M.’s second-class 
paddle steam-corvette Bromo, of eight guns.

bags of do, ex Emilie, at 454, and 1,500 bags of do., ex Graham, at 
secret prices ; and at public auction 699 bags of Java at 43 to 46}, as well 
as 278 bags of Java triage which fetched 32} to 38. Good ordinary 
Company's Java is not to be had under 46, and even at that figure there 
are but few sellers. ‘The market closes firm. 

Tea.—A cargo has arrived by the Crouch Brothers, direct from Foo~ 
chow-Foo, and is advertised fer public sale next week. ‘The valuations 
made by the brukers are as follows: Kaisow Congo, 98 to 110 ceuts; 
fine do., 105 to 120; superfine do., 122 to 175; fine Souchong, 1155 
superfine do., 165; extra superfine do., 180; superfine flowery Pekoe, 
200 to 223; Assam, 85 to 135; and pure uncoloured Japan (Oolong 
imitation), 125 to 150 cents. 

Sucar.—At the beginning of the fortnight the market appeared rather 
lively, and considerable sales were made, but within the last few days a 
depression prevails, and prices ure a trifle lower. Among the sales 
recorded are 1,477 Kranjangs, of Sourabaya, Samarang, and Batavia, 
Nos. 104 to 17—averaging 15$—for delivery ou arrival, and 487 kr. of 
Java, both at secret pri 262 kr. of Sourabaya, No. 14, realised 314 A, 
as did a'so 492 kr. of Java, No. 13. 

The Netherlands ‘Trading Company have advertised 62,300 kranjangs 
of Java for sale on the 11th of March ; as compared with the March sales. 
of previous years, the quantities were 64,200 kr. in 1862, 70,393 in 1861, 
53,599 in 1860, 57,522 in 1859, and 1 in 1858. 

Por refined goods the opinion is beginning to improve, and several 
speculative purchases have been made, chielly of B and H, at 32 and 30h 
for March delivery, and W and Z at 3) fi. for April. 

Rice.—The market for cleaned descriptions is firm and prices are 
looking up, as the stocks are low and on'y short supplies known to be at 
sea, more business has been done in rough grain both by public sale and 
private contract, full prices being realised. . 

Spices.—Cloves have been very dull, but are now in more favour, and 
there have been some considerable purchases made at full rates. ‘Trans- 
actions continue to take place in Pepper to a moderate extent at former 
quotations. 

Tin exhibits a successively rising market. At first 6,000 blocks of 
Banca, were sold at 70 fi., but since then parcels have been sold at all

OUR POSITION IN JAPAN. 

Iw the Parliamentary papers just published on affairs in 
Japan, we have additional proof of the dogged, persistent obsti- 
nacy displayed by Japanese officinls. To do everything that 
can irritate or obstruct the foreigner without driving him to 
active resistance is the great aim these mea havein view. To 
evade a direct answer, to fabricate an apparently credible story, 
to delay replying to an inquiry, to make ‘arge promises and to 
be slow in performing any of them, to claim concessions on the 
plea of weakness, and at the sme time to yield to point until 
Positively compelled to do so; these are the tactics which have 
been steadily pursued in Japan, and which have taxed to the 
uttermost the skill anid patience of Her Masesty’s representa- 
tives in that country. From time to time the Gorocio have 
shown a wonderful readiness to make promises, which have 
proved utterly unreliable, and when all other arts have failed 
they have endeavoured to thwart us by simply doing nothing. 
Notwitstanding our concessions, or probably as a result of them, 
our position in Japan remains as insecure as ever. Two-thirds 
of the trade of the country is already in our hands, and the im- 
portance of commercial relations with the Japanese becomes 
daily more apparent. All we have won, however, has been 
gained in the face of continual cliscouragements occasioned by the 
non-fulfilment of contracts ; by the interference of the Custom- 
house, which hns stood in the way of direct dealings with the 
people; and above all, by the daily peril of life under which 
foreign merchants nre doomed to follow thcir vocation. How 
long is this statz-of things to last, and what will be the result 
of all our toilsome efforts to gain a fair commercial footing in 
Japan? The Japanese Government throws the blame upon the 
Daimios, and the princes complain, or did complain, before the late 
change was effected, of the jealousy and surveillance of the 
Tycoon. 

It is to be feared that the patient hostility of the Daimios, who 
are opposed to foreign trade, and whose grand object is the ex- 
Pulsion of the foreigner, will be ultimately successful, unless w 
take a firm stand, obtain a ratification of our treaties at the 
court of the Mixavo, and make no further concessions, For 
the concessions alrendy made, Earl Russeut states, more thap 
once, that Her Masestr’s Government will expect.an equivalent; 
and in the memorandum signed by our Foreign Secretary and 
the Japanese Envoys it is expressly etated that since Her 
Masesty’s Government are willing to defer the opening of the 
Ports, as stipulated by Treaty, they expect that all other points 
of the ‘I'reaty shall be strictly executed, aud that the ‘Tycoon 
and his Ministers will specifically abolish and do away with— 

1, All'restrictions, whether as regards quantity or price, on 
the sale by Japanese to foreigners of all kinds of merchandise, 
according to Art. XIV. of the Treaty of the 26th of August, 
1858. ‘ 

2. All restrictions on labour, and more particularly ou the 
hire of carpenters, boatmen, boats, and coolies, teachers and 
servants, of whatever denomination. 

3. All restrictions whereby Daimios are prevented from send- 
ing their produce to market, and from selling the same directly 
by their own agents. 

4. All restrictions resulting from attempts on the’ part of the 
Custom-hotise authorities and other officials to obtain fees, 

5, All restrictions limiting the classes of persons who shall 
be allowed to trade with ‘foreigners at the ports of Nagasaki, 
Hakodadi, and Kanagawa, 
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6. All restrictions imposed on free intercourse of = socia 
kind “ between foreigners and the people of Japan.” . These 
conditions, it is added, are only what the Japanese Government 
was already bound to fulfil, and if not complied with, tbe con-. 
ssion with regard to the ports and cities would fall to the 
ground, and the British Government would be free to insist, 
upon their being immediately opened. s 

On these stipulations, then, we may take our.ground, and if 
the weakness of the Government at Yedo be urged as an excuse 
for their non-fulfilment, our plan of action becomes be more 
definite. The real power to redress our grievances.lies with the 
Mrxavo, and to that high personage we must look for the due 
fulfilment of our Treaty Tight A 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION TO THE WEST INDIES, 
‘Tre question of Chinese immigration is one pregnant with 

interest. The Chinaman, like the Anglo-Saxon, shown & 
remarkable aptitude for settling in strange countries, in order to 
acquire a fortune or a competence. No one doubts his capacity 
for work; his patient industry; his energy in. the pursuit of 
wealth. Many a spot once uncultivated in the Eastern Archi- 
pelago has been transformed by his Inbour, and in Australia 
since he can afford a much lower rate of payment than the 
European, he has been able in some instances to take possession 
of the labour market. That this should cause dissatisfaction 
among a spirited and somewhat lawless community is no cause 
for surprise; and ihe disputes which have occurred between 
Joun Butt and Joun Cutxaman in the gold-diggings of. 
Australia are only what might have been anticipated under the‘ 
circurastances. In the West Indies, where the: demand for -- 
labour is steadier, and where it is sometimes with difficulty sup- 
lied, there is of course no ground for similar complaints at the 
introduction of Chinese labourers, But West Indians hare 
other reasons for complaint against the: Chinese, espe- 
cially against those recently imported, who, according to 
what we believe to be trustworthy authority, are a moral 
curse to the colonies, while in many instances they are far 
from proving a materinl benefit. In a brief article written 
last year on the Chinese in Demerara,® we stated that, 
“while the emigrants who were first settled in the colony. 
“ appear to have been sober and hard-working, those imported 
€. of late years are said to be among the most lazy, dissolute 
“ fellows in existence ; perpetrators of the most disgusting vices, 
“and victims of the most terrible diseases ;” and in another’ 
article (August 26th), in alluding to a speech of Mr. Cave’s, 
the Chairman of the West India Committee, we asked on what 
facts he grounded Iris statement that the Chinese have answered ° 
perfectly well in the West Indies. In reply to this inquiry on 
our part, a letter has been placed in our hands, and will be 
found in auother column, from Dr. MttcHgxt, Immigration 
Agent-geueral in Trinidad. Dr, Mitcuext’s opinion is worthy 
of respect, and his fucts are doubtless to be relied upon; but, 
nevertheless, we cannot say that he has convinced us that the’ 
statements we made on the subject are incorrect. In the first 
place, the information on which those statements were based 
was (lerived solely from Demerara, and in the next place, the main 
point of our assertion was not that all Chinamen in the West 
Ind es were equally idle and depraved, but that those imported 
of late years were by no means of the same respectuble class as 
those which arrived eariier in these colonies. Dr. MircueLt’s 
statement with regard to the immigrants of 1862 has, however, 
special reference to Demerara, and is no doubt favourable to his 
views. Indeed, as far as it goes, it is highly encouraging to the 
promoters of Chineseimmigration. But while Dr. MitcuELt’s 
figures show that 3,200 Chincse immigrants arrived in Demerara 
in 1862, they do not contradict our statement that these men 
were far inferior in character to the carliest immigrants from 
Hong Kong. 


THE LAST BLUE BOOK ON JAPAN. 

Tue “Correspondence respecting Japan,” just presented to 
Parliament, like the papers published last year, possesses a fas- 
cinating aud tragic interest happily not often to be met with in 
official publications. Scurcely had the large indemnity been paid 
for the wounds inflicted on Mr. OxtpHant a year before, when 
Colonel Neate had to record another murderous attack on the 
Legation. Two Englishmen were kiled in this assault, the 
shameful character of which was increased by the fact that the 
murderer of the sentries was an adherent of the prince appointed 























to watch over the safety of the Legation, Then followed the 
* London and China Telegraph, July 14th. : 
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‘usual intercourse with the Japanese officials ; the oft-repeated 
expressions of ‘regret, the accustomed promises and unsatisfactory 
explanations, and, finally, the demand for compensation, which 
was acceded to as ueual, 
Colonel NEALE’s correspatidence with regard to this tragedy 
is worthy of perusal. In lnying the matter before the Japanese 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs, lie “solemnly acquaints” their 
Excellencies that he shall continue at Yedo with the rest 
of “Her Mazesry’s Legation, “to whatever perils we may 
“che”. subjected or’ whatever events may happen.” And 
Ear! Resseyn, in hiss reply ‘to Colonel Neaxe’s despatch 
recording tie events of June 26; approves his resolution, and 
adds, ‘The abandonment of Yeo by Her Mazesty’s Le- 
“ gation would be a great encouragement to the assassins and 
“their ‘abettors.” Eleven days after the solemn assurance 
juet referred-to, Colonel NBaLe writes: to Earl Rusaex, 
“The general situation of this Legation at Yedo, confined 
within the limits of the house and grounds, where alone any 
“ degree of safety can be assured, is far from satisfactory, and 
“it is not.improbable I shall be under the necessity of residing 
“ at. Yokuhama,;” and a few days after. he writes that he has 
removed thither. _ We do not find fault with Colonel Nea.e for 
a temporary abandonment ofa position’ which he felt to be in- 
secure, but we cannot but think he was culpable in so strongly 
asserting to the Japanese. Ministers his intention to remain at 
Yedo, no matter to what perils he might be subjected or what 
events might happen, and. then within a few days removing from 
the capital. Such.a sign of weakness could not fail to have an 
evil influence on the Japanese,.who are only-too pleased to dis- 
cover any takens of: vacillation in a British Chargé d’Affuires. 

Two months paes away, and Colonel Neate, who is still at 
Yokuhama, has another ;harbarous murder to record.. The 
events which followed on, Mr. RicHARDSON’s assassination 
nduced no slighf-ill-feeling between H.M.’s representative and 
the Edropean residents at Yokuhama, In the excitement caused 
by that fearful occurrence; no doubt charges were made against 
Colonel NEALE which could not be substantiated; but after 
reading his explanations in this correspondence, we till think 
he did not: aet withthe vigour demanded at such a crisis, and 
that Captain. Vysz was fully justified in ordering Lieutenant 
Appitn’s troop out for. the. purpose of recovering the body of 
the murdered man. The correspondence concludes with the 
record of. poor “RicuaRpson’s: murder, and the interviews and 
letters between Colonel Neate and the Japanese Ministers on 
the aubject.. For those interested in the sad tale the narrative 
terminates too abruptly ; since the decision of our Government, 
with reference to the, murder remains still unrecorded. 





WESTERN CHINA. AND: THE TREATY WITH 
eect .. -.BURMAH, 

Arnrecent meeting of-the E:hnological Society, its President 
—Mr. Joun Crawrurp—had a question put to him, not very 
relevant to the matter then under discussion, as to the probable 
effect of the Treaty with -Burmah on our commerce with inland 
China, in reply to which he somewhat confidently stated “ that 
“the sterile and rugged: character of the country between 
 Burmah and China-would be a-barrier to any trade in that 
“ direction; and that the recent commercial treaty with Burmah 
“ would be worthless.” 

On this subject, however, Mr. Ceawrurp’s judgment may 
be fairly questioned. More thon thirty years have passed since 
Mr. Crawrurp was in Burmah; and, morcover, his travels in 
that country were limited to ascending and descending the 
Irrawaddy in a. steamer, while neither in his mission to the 
Court of Burmah, or the Courts of Siam and Cochin-China did 
he travel inland inthe direction of China Proper. Since that 
time our knowledge of the country has been largely increased 
from various sourc.s. Several enterprising British officers have 
travelled over it, under the direction of the Indian Government, 
for the purpose of’collecting commercial and geographical infor- 
mation, and their unpublished reports satisfy. us that. Mr. 
CrawrForp is entirely -mistaken.in his views in regard: to the 
value of the Treaty with..Burmah.: Our own opinion is, fully 





corroborated by the Indian journals, ulmost all of which ex-- 


press approbation of the Treaty, and the expectation thut through 
means of it we shall be able to establish a considerable trade 
with Western China. ‘his is not all; the Govegnon-GENERAL 
of INpra, after « personal conference: with Lieutenant-Colonel 
Puarre, who negotiated the-Treaty, spoke as follows on the 
sabject.in the Legislative Council,- on the 14th ultimo :— 

“It was without doubt a step towards the development of 
“ trade by opening up an intercourse, not only between British 








“ Burmah and Burmah Proper, but by opening up comarereial 
“relations between them and the States on the South-Weat 
“ frontier cf China; the importance of opening up which com- 
“ munication had been of late much insisted upon. fe thought 
“ that one of the most flattering prospects connected with the 
“Treaty was, as he gathered from conversations with Colonel 
“ Puayre, the extreme interest Chinese tradere in those parts 
“ had evinced in the prosecution of the Treaty. Ile could not, 
“ certainly, guarantee that all the advantages he had mentioned 
“ would follow on the Treaty, for his great experience of the dif- 
“ ficulties in carrying out similar ones, had tought,him that it 
“was rash to speak too positively. But he was certain that, if 
“ carried out properly, the Treaty engagements now entered into 
“ would result in the development of a vast aynoust of wealth. 
“He hoped, too, that the management and firmness of the 
“agents of Government in Burmah would, in all cases, remove 
“those difficulties which always must occur in putting into 
“ practice similar treaties with similar States; aud he would 
“ repeat his opinion, that great advantages would then accrue, 
“not only to British interests, but to the interests of those 
“ States themselves.” 

Now, as Colonel Paaree, who negotiated the Treaty, is the 
chief political agent in Burmah of our Government, and na the 
Consul to be located at the Burman eapital will have to act under 
the Colonel’s instructions, we have every confidencet hat all tact and 
firmness will be shown on our side in bringing the ‘Trea-y into 
working order. With reference to the spcech of the Govexnor- 
General, to which we have referred, the Bombay Gazette of the 
28th ult. writes :— There can be no doubt that the Viceroy, in 
speaking of the opening up of communications and trade be~ 
“ tween British Burmah and the Western Provinces of China, had 
“ reference to the noble und disinterested efforts that have been 
“so long made by the enterprising Captain Serre, aided by 
“ his son, with this important obj-ct in view. We have always 
“ maintained that the realisation of their great object was a mere 
“ matter of time. ‘The first Government step towards it may 
“now be considered to be taken. We trust, however, that in 
“‘ whatever may be further done in: carrying out this work to 
* complete realisation, the indefatigable and persevering labours 
“of these gentlemen will-not be ignored... ‘Their labours are 
“ beyond all praise, and they are entitled, asa right, to have 
“ them acknowledged.” 

The Treaty being thus appreciated in the Fast, we are glad to 
call the attention of our readers to a letter from Captain Sprye 
in another co:uma, in which he details the principal sources of 
the information which originally led him to propound his scheme 
for establishing an overland trade with Western China, and have sus- 
tained him in urging it agajnst all objectors—private and official. 








-} Whoever reads his Jetter will perceive that he does not venture 


to advocate this great commercial subject without. being fully 
conversant with all the sources of information—geographcal, 
commercial, and politicul—to which it was possible to refer. 
Captain Sprre’s labours in the cause are well known to the 
readers of the London and China Telegraph. We are glad to 
learn that there is every probability that they will ere long be 
crowued with success. 


MB. MOSS'S CASE. 

We have just received from Mr. Moss a full narrative of his 
sufferings in Japan and treatment by the Consul-General. It 
only eerves to confirm our op‘nion that he was treated with 
greut injustice by Sir RuruenrorD ALcock ut the time, and 
has been harshly dealt with by the Government since. Mr. 
Moss says, “ A lttle more than two years ago I was « mer- 
chant in Japan, on the high road to fortune. I am now a 
ruined man, forced to begin life again under a b'tter sense of 
injustice and a load of debt.” Mr. Moss can, however, re- 
member for his consolation that he has the full sympathy of 
his countrymen in ths Fur East, as well as at ho.ne, who are 
acquainted with his story. We shall return to the “ narrative” 
in our next number.

The Capital of the Tycoon: A Narrative of a Three Years’ Resi- 
dence in Japan. By Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.CB. 2 
vols,: Longman and Co. , 

Sir Rornerrorp Atcock is not an old are ee he 
possesses in a striking measure ono of the faults inci- 
dent to old age. Never, surely, was there a Minister 

Plenipotentiary 20 garrulous, never one who discussed politics, 
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ser described what he thought, did, or saw in a style so 
-diffuse. Tu portraying the Japanese, the author of these 
eharming volumes photographs himself at the same time, and 
“so natural is this peculiarity, that the reader is on tho whole 
amused rather than annoyed by it. Moreover, the discursive- 
sness of the narrative, while it sadly injures its effect as a literary 
‘production, will scarcely be deemed a fault by those who are 
glad to gather up even the slightest fragments of information 
swith regard to Japan. We necd scarcely say that this is by far 
‘the ablest and the most reliable work which has as yet appeared 
‘on thé subject. Perhaps, also, in spite of the author’s inveterate 
prosiness, and of many passages which one feels compelled to 
skip, it is the most lively and amusing. The pages abound 
swith clever illustrations of Japanese life, drawn with considerable 
power. Nothing cau be more graphic than the sketches which 
illustrate the letterpress, and the fac similics of Japanese wood- 
wuts are equally effective. Indeed, as a picture-book of Japan, 
these volumes, had they no other merit, would deserve a place 
‘in every well-furnished library. But in truth the work has 
merit’ of nocommon order, much of which is due to the author 
and much to his position. Sir Rutherford Alcock has had 
golden opportunities, and he has used them diligently. ‘Three 
years spent in Japan could scarcely have been wasted by any 
map, but the Minister of Great Britain possessed peculiar ad- 
vantages, and being at the same time a man of considerable 
ability, he has turned them to good account. 
On the whole, we prefer Sir Rutherford Alcock’s description 
of what he observes, to his political dissertations. He has a 
quaint sense of the ludicrous and a curious faculty for sccing 
analogies or employing illustrations, which will often create a 
smile. Three ycars’ residence has not removed the impression 
Arst formed by the author that Japan is a very curious country. 
Despite all its beauty, he observes that the flowers have no 
scent, the birds no song, and the fruit and vegetables no flavour ; 
and he tells us that one of his collengues gave the character- 
istics of Japan in another triology equally correct, if iess 
poetical, viz, women without crinoline, houses without bugs, 
and towns without lawyers. In ‘another. place he describes ag 
follows thestrange anomalies of Japari when regarded from our 
stand-point:— | 
« Sapan is essentially a country of paradoxes and anomalies, where all— 
‘even familiar things—put on new faces, and are curiously reversed. Ex- 
cept that they do not walk on their heads instead of. their feet, there are 
few things in which they do not seem, by some occult law, to have becn 
impelled in 2 perfectly opposite direction and a reversed order. They 
mite from top to bottom, from right to left, in perpendicular instead of 
horizontal lines; and their books begin where ours end, thus furnishin 
pod examples of the curious perfection this rule of contraries has attained. 
ir locks, though imitated from Europe, are a!l made to lock by turning 
the key from left to right. ‘The course of all sub!unary things appears re- 
versed. Their day is for the niost part our night; and this principle of 
‘onism crops out in the most unexpected and bizarre way in all their 
‘oral being, customs and habits, I leave to philosophers tle explanation 
—lcnly speak to the facts. There old men fly kites while the children 
took on; the carpenter uses his plane by drawing it to bim, and their 
tailors stitch from them ; they mount their horses from the off-side—the 
‘horses stand in the stables with their heads where we place t! tails, and 
the bel ir harness are always on the quarters instead of the 
front lack their teeth instead of keeping them white, and their 
anti-crinoline tendencies are carried out to the point of seriously interfering 
not only with grace of movement but with all locomotion, so tightly are 
‘the lower limbs, from the waist downwards, girt round with their garments ; 
—and, finally, the utter confusion of sexes in the public bath-houses, 


aking that correct which we in the West deem so shocking and improper, 
Uleave as I find it—: problem to solve.” 


The bath, adds tho Minister, is a great institution of the country ; 
the people’s Parliament, or House of Assembly, which “ ccr- 
tainly has 9 recommendation wanting in all other Parliaments, 
Gf acknowle:lging to the fullest extent the rights of both sexes 
dnd their equality.” He confesses that he is puzzled to dis- 
over the Japanese standard of morality, while believing that 
some must exist “for a gentle, womanly, and modest expression 
and bearing generally marks the. women ; and the well-con- 
ditioned among the men have a certain refinement and delicacy 
in their manners,” Yet we suspect that, afterall, the Bishop of 
Victoria’s statement is the true one, that the Japanese are 
the most licentious nation in the world. 

Of course in these volumes we have the usual, and now 
familiar, descriptions of the manners, customs, and amusements 
Of the Japanese ; their social and political life, their religious 
creed, their civilisation, as compared with that of Europe. But 
all Sir Rutherford says on these points has the advantage 
of coming froma keen and truthful observer ; and whatever 
knowledge we possessed before of these subjects is made all the 

+ more real and vivid by his careful though frequently verbose 
descriptions, Chapters on topics such os these will always be 


























read with interest by the general reader. Those chapters, on 
the other hand, which are devoted to an account of our diplo- 
matic relations, or to semi-philosophical reflections on the 
antagonism which lies at the bottom of all intercourse between 
Asiatics and Europeans, or to a summary of despatches which 
have already been published in Parliamentary Blue Books, valuable 
though they may be, will possibly be considered ‘heavy. To those 
lowever, who find a special interest in Anglo-Japanese politics 
they will be found highly suggestive, although most of the facts 
contained in then will be alceady familiar. We have not space 
even to catalogue the variety of topics about which Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock records his impressions. As Her Majesty’s repre- 
sentative in Japan, we often found occasion to question the 
wisdom of his conduct, but we never doubted the uprightness 
of his intentions. In reading “The Capital of the Tycoon,” we 
may frequently question the author’s premises, or demur to his 
conclusions ; we may object to the verbosity of his style, or amile 
at the asperity with which he regards the local press of Chins 
and Japan, but we never doubt fora moment that he isa 
thoroughly truthful writer and true-hearted man. If Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock, to give a secular meaning to an apostolic senti- 
ment, is somewhat disposed to magnify his office, it is a fault 
into which mony far less worthy than himself have fallen. If 
in some of his transactions in Japan he presented to his country- 
men the most unfavourable side of his character, in this work 
they will be able to view it in a fairer light. Sir Rutherford’s 
worst enemy will fecl disposed to shake him heartily by the 
hand after a few hours’ pleasant intercourse with him in these 
genial volumes.

row-boats captured by Her Majesty's ship Niger, on the 17th of September, 
1857 ; 2 junis captured by Her Majesty's ship Bustard, on the 18th of 
September, 1857; a junk capture by Her Majesty's ships Sampson, 
Bustard, Haughty, and boats of Bik, on the 26th of October, 1857 ; a junk 
captured by Her Majesty ship Surprise, on the 19th December, 1857; 
a junk captured by Her Majesty's ship Haughty, on the 10th of December, 
1857 ; stores removed from a junk scuttled when chased by Her Majesty's 
ship Lee, on the 7th of December, 1857; 8 junks captured by Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships Nimrod, Highfyer, and Lee, between the 9th and 14th of 
December, 1857; and a junk captured by Her Majesty’s ships Nimrod, 
Highflyer, and Lee, between the 9th and [4th of December, 1857. 

It will be satisfactory to the two Services to find that the authorities 
have not ignored the claims of those gallant fellows the Marines, who took 
a part in the engagements which led to the capture of Peking, but have 
granted them the honour of an additional clasp to their medal.

Portemouth on the 15th inst., with the 96th Regiment on board, for the 
Cape of Good Hope. The Himalaya will, on arrival at the Cape, dit- 
embark the 96th, and receive the 13th Regiment on board, and will 
convey it to the Mauritius, to relieve a regiment on service there, which 
will be conveyed in the Himalaya to the Cape, that vessel finally con 
cluding her round of service by bringing to Ensland a regiment from the 
Cape. Colonel Horne, 2nd battalion 13th Regiment, and wife, are pas- 
sengers by the Himalaya, to the Mauritius, 

The following Divisional Order was issued on the 12th inst.: —

“pose of returning to England. The screw steam-corvette Charybdis, 21, 
‘Capt. the Hon. George D. Keane, was also at Callao, but was to leave 
about the 30th of January for the rendezvous, Valparaiso, where she would 
wait the arrival of the newly-appointed Commander-in-Chief, Rear- 
‘Admiral John Kingcumbe, who left Plymouth in his flagship, the screw 
steam-frigate Su'lej, 35, Capt. Matthew Connolly, on the llth of Dec. 

‘The Royal Engineers who left England in the early part of 1857 for 
the purpose of making the Ordnance survey of the Cape Colony, have 
arrived at head-quarters, Chatham, under the command of Lieut. F. 
Bailey. ‘They have spent upwards of five years in the prosecution of the 
work. During their passage to England the surveying party were ship- 
wrecked, and lost the whole of their valuable surveying instruments, and 
what were of sill greater value, the original plans of the survey.  Fortu- 
nately, however, they succeeded in saving the duplicate copies which they 
had made before leaving the Cape, and these will be immediately pub- 
lished, their value being enhanced by the fact of their being the only 
complete survey of that important colony yet made. 

e 20th company of Royal Engineers, under the command of Capt. 
C. E. Sim, which recently arrived at Chatham Garrison from Western 
Australia, after an absence from England of several years, is ordered to be 
raised to its proper strength from the companies at head-quarters, the 
numbers having been very much thinned from the length of time the com- 
pany was away. The number of men belonging to the company who are 
married bejng considerably in excess of the regulations, an order has been 
receired for their transfer to the other depot companies. Since the 20th 
company has arrived from Australia ‘thas been put through a course of 
study in the various schools connected with the Royal Engineer Establish- 
ment. 

The navy estimates for the year 186364 have been published. It 
appears that the Government is able to reduce the expenditure by more 

an a million (£1,038,273) without injury to the effective service. The 
number of seamen is 39,000, against 40,000 last year ; of boys, 9,000, as 
last year; of coast guards, 9,000, being 1,150 more than last year; of 
marines, 18,000. The Naval Coast Volunteers are taken at 8,000, and 
the Royal Neval Reserve at 16,000— making, with the men, boys, and 
amarines, a total of 100,000 ; exactly as in the year 1804. 

We (Army and Navy Gazette) hear it is probable that a Sth West 
India Regiment will be formed out of the Gold Coast Corps, the estab- 
lishment of the officers being completed from the St. Helena Regiment, 
which is to be disbanded, the island being garrisoned by a wing of one of 
the regiments at the Cape. It is now found necessary to have two native 
regiments for the duty of the West Coast of Africa, and by the new 
arrangements there will be three more availabl for reliefs, 

; Inthe House, in rto Sir F, Smith, Lord C, Paget said it was 
the intention of the Admiralty to appoint Mr. Reed the Chief Constructor 
of the Navy. 

A return has been issued, showing the number of officers who, within 
the last seven years, have been permitted to sell their commissions for 
commuted or other sums without having either purchased or completed 
twenty years’ service, with the name and rank of each of them. It appears 
that the total numbers in the period stated were 19 lieutenant-colonels, 
96 majors, 515 captains, 504 lieutenants, 14 cornets, and 57 ensigns. 

The army estimates include charges amounting to £3,620,256 for 
ailitary purposes in the colonies, exclusive of the cost of urms, accoutre- 
ments, and barrack, hospital, and other stores to be supplied from this 
country, But rather more than a fourth of this charge is incurred in 
respect of the Mediterranean and other stations not properly colonies. ‘The 
Heats expense in respect of Canada is estimated at £702,115, and in 

fova Scotia and New Brunswick, £180,695; the West Indies, £291,525; 
New Zealand, £347,269; China and Hong Kong, £334,789; West 
Coast of Africa, £77,488 ; Labuan, £4,500; Western Australia, £29,368. 
From all these colonies no repayment ig expected. The cost for the Cape 
of Good Hope is put at £290,384, and Natal £50,('93, but they will con- 
tribute £13,500 in aid of the extra allowances of the troops. For New 
South Wales and Queensland the charge is £28,140; for Victoria, 
£24,167; for Tesmmania, £30,214; and for South Australia, £6,829 
New South Wales and Victoria pay the expente of one 
battery of garrison artillery, and these Australian colonies pay special 
allowances to the troops, but the amount of there ii 
discussion; New South Wales and South Aust Iso defray the 
gost of barrack buildings. The charge for the Mauritius is £150,095, and 
for Ceylon £89,534, but the former contributes £10.000, and the latter 
£24,090, and both make allowance to the officers, Ceylon also bearing its 
-commissariat charges and expense of barrack buildings. 

A Parliamentary return has been issued, setting forth the namber of 
men fk in the army and militia of Great Britain and Ireland in the 
year 1861. There was no case in the militia. In the army 168 soldiers 
were flogged, 8,200 lashes being ia all inficted. The sentence in almost 
every case was fifty lashes. In the Scots Fusilier Guards, Portman-street 
barracks, a man who was sentenced to fifty lashes for insubordination 
received only fourteen, and there are two or three cases of men on whom

a similar sentence was pesed, receiving twenty-five or tashes, 
Twenty of the Royal Artillery were flogged, nine of the 60th, eight of the 
Military Train, seven of the 92nd, six of the 36th. Deserfions, making 
away with necesaries, and inmubordination are mostly the offences.

Although no positive orders to that 
effect have been received at Chatham, it is probable that the Wellesley, 
72 the training ship for supplying seamen to the various vestels of wer af 
‘the eastern ports, will also proceed from Chatham to the Nore to form one 
of the squadron of honour on the occasion. 

The on, 21, 400-horse power, Captain the Count Victor Gleichen

AFFAIRS IN JAPAN. 

From the papers recently read before Parliament on “ Affairs 
in Japan,” we take two or three extracts. Here is a passage 
from Mr. (now Sir) Rutherford Alcock’s last communication, 
before his departure for England, to the Japanese Ministers for 
Foreign Affairs :— 

“Foreign Powers must feel that had the Government of the Tycoon 
been really and earnestly desirous to give honest execution to those 
treaties, rather than to conciliate factious enmities, it would have found 
means ‘of securing nit only the foreign representatives resident in the 
capital, but every foreigner in the country, from injurious treatment at 
the hands of its own officials at all events, if they could do nothing mores 
To fail in this, whether from want of effurt or of power, unavoidably tends 
to destroy all confidence. 

“ It is under these circumstances that the Tycoon addresses the treaty 
Powers, requesting them to cede important rights guaranteed by solema 
contracts quire recently entered into. Can your excellencies wonder if, 
with this experience of the past, and without the slightest guarantee for 
the future, there can be little disposition to make concessions ? 

With regird to the murder of Mr. Richardson, and the 
meeting of the merchants in Yokuhama on tho 15th of Sep- 
tember, Culonel Neale writes to Earl Russell :— 


“Having been one of the first to become aware of the distressing 
circumstances which had occurred, my first step was to direct the escort 
attached to this Legation to mount and be in readiness to act as they might 
be required. I next immediately ascertained from the explicit evidence 
of an American subject, who had that moment ridden over from Kana- 

wa, that the Wounded gentlemen of the party attacked were within the 

nited States’ Consulate at that place, and attended by a medical officer 
attached to the American inission. 

“ My informant further stated that the other gentleman who had been 
wounded was dead, and lying on the road in the vicinity of Kanagawa, 
but beyond it. The lady. Mrs, Borrodaile, who was with the party, had 
already happily escaped, and I had conducted ber myself to her residence 
in this place. 

“ Being thus in possession of these facts, I at once abandoned all thoughts 
of sending the escort, composed of seven or eight men, along the tokaido, 
or high road, where they would run the gauntlet through hundreds of armed 
men that covered the high road, fresh from the outrage and murder they 
had just perpetrated. ‘The officer commanding the escort, Lieutenan

1 have not hampered by premature acts of reprisal or violence towards the 
Japanese authoritics, and I see no good or rativnal reason why I should 
pursue a contrary course on the present occasion.’ 

“ With respect to the second resolution, I said I was prepared and in- 
tended immediately to enter into urgent communication with the Japanes 

he purpose of urging upon them the necessity of imme 
diately multiplying the guards upon the high road, and all other place 
within the limits assigned by Treaties to foreigners around Yohuhama and 
Kanagawa, so as to avert the chance of any recurrence of the misfortune 
which has just occurred. :

SALT TRADE WITH CHINA. 

The following are the chief reasons urged by a deputation which waited 
on Earl Russell on the Ith inst, for the admission of salt into China :— 
“During the Grst China war, in 1859, the Salt Chamber memo 
Poreign-office to obtain the admission of English salt into Cl 
structions were sent to Lord Elgin, but arrived too late; the war was over, 
and a treaty concluded, An interview was sought with the Hon. Mr. 
Bruce, Minister appointed to. Peking. and the subject brought fully under 
his notice before he left England. When Lord Elgin returned from China 











a deputation from the Chamber had an interview with his lordship, who 
then stated that it was a question of revenue, and that if we could satisfy 
the Chinese Government that they would not suffer in this way it might 
be more feasible, Her Majesty's Government promised recewed represen- 
tations to China on the subject. The war was renewed, Lord Elgin re 
turned to China, and concluded a treaty in which a clause was allowed 
making the admission of salt prohibitory, to the great surprise of the Salt 
Chamber. Renewed lication to the Foreign-office, who promised to 
urge the British Minister in China on the subject. Interview with Mr.

‘The Southern States of America have hitherto taken one-fourth of the 
luction, and the trade is much depressed from the failure of this source, 
e salt trade employs a large quantity of tonnage, and the vessels going 
to China are much in want of outward cargo. The privilege of export- 
ing this article to China would be a great boon to shipping. The con- 
sumption of salt in China is believed to be enormous, Smuggling exists 
to alarge extent; but it does not appear that an importation of foreign 
salt would interfere with any vested interests, or that the Chinese have any 
prejudices that way. It is, as Lord Elgin justly said, a question of revenue, 
and the only explanation the Chamber has received of Lord Elgin allow. 
ing salt to be a prohibited article under the treaty is, that without this 
clause it might have led to a smuggling trade up the rivers, for which the 
British Government might be held responsible, or involve its representa: 
tives in questions with the Chinese Government. The Chamber has no 
desire to cause disputes with the Chinese Government; they believe that 
both the Chinese Government and people would be benefited by the ad- 
mission of English salt; and that under such an arrangement as that suz- 
gested to Mr. Lay, the Chinese revenue would be fully protected. It 
Fevenue question, as stated by Lord Elgin, and the example of Calcutta is 
an encouragement in this respect. It only requires bonded stores, whence 
the salt can be delivered on payment of the Chinese duty, more easily and 
efficiently collected than under the present Chinese system. In every re- 
spect, as regards the salt manufacture in this country—the shipping interest, 
which suffers from the want of outward cargo, and promoting commercial 
intercourse with the Chinese, the admission of salt is aa object of grea 
lance, which it should be strongly impressed on the English authorities 
of China to obtain.”

The Agra and United Service Bank has declared a dividend

Three more ships belonging to the late Duncan Dunbar have 
been publicly sold at Lloyd’s Captains’-room. The sale, which 
was ordered by the executors of the deccased, drew together a 
large attendance of shipowners and merchants. The result was 
as follows :—The Dunphaille Castle, described as 720 tons 
N.M, nearly a new ship, built at Sunderland in 1861, of teak, 
and classed A 1 for 13 years, fetched £13,450; Mr. John 
Allan, of Leadevhall-street, was the purchaser. The ship 
Maida, a clipper-built barque, 519 tons, built at Moulmein in 
1857, and classed 13 years A 1, sold for £5,300, to Messrs. 
Ogleby and Moore, of the City. The third ship, the David 
Aulcoln, 500 tons, launched in 1837, realised £2,810. 

A deputation from the Salt Chamber of Commerce, con- 
sisting of Mr. Blackwell, chairman; Mr. Corbett, deputy chair- 
man; Mr, Falk, and Mr, Hadfield, had interviews with Mr. 
Milner Gibson at the Board of Trade, and Earl Russell at the 
Foreign-office, on the subject of the admission of English salt 
into France and into China. The deputation was accompanied 
by Mr, Laird, MP. Sir John Pakington, Bart, M.P, and Mr. 
Greenall, M.P. 

The advices from America disclose some remarkable proceed- 
iugs of the Washington Cabinet with regard to the republic of 
New Grenada and the Isthmus of Panama. The relations with 
that republic have not been on a satisfactory footing since the 
outrage committed on its independence last year by the transmis- 
sion of Federal troops across its territory, and it now appears 
that, although General Mosquera has been de facto Pres‘dent of 
the country for nearly two years, and bas brought it to a state 
of order and: prospective prosperity, the Washington Govern- 
ment have within the past few months, iu the face of all their 
protestations to Europe of the iniquity that would charac. 
terise ‘any foreign intervention in their own domestic 
affairs, been actively engaged in endeavouring to induce 
the European Powers to sanction an intervention against the 
existing authorities in New Grenada in favour of the discarded 
Tresident, General Ospina. The pretext on which the iuter- 
ference was suggested was the desirableness of preserving the 
safety and tranquillity of the Isthmus transit against all revo- 
lutionary movements ; and the plan proposed was to send 300 
United States’ cavalry for that purpose, ostensibly in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, but really, as 
it would seem, to discourage and threaten the “revolutionary 
chief,” General Mosquera, whose overthrow would have turned 
the Republic back to its old position of impotence and anarchy. 
Reviewing the entire correspondence, the New York Evening 
Post observes:— 

“The French Minister rejected the proposition of Mr. Seward as 
promptly as did Earl Russell, and it is only wonderful that they did not 
take advantage of bis conduct to turn the tables upon him, by asking him 
how he could riow object to intervention on the part of France and Eng- 
land when their interests were 10 seriously affected, when he was ready to 
intervene in the of New Grenada without any real reason whatever, 
when no treaty jired any intervention, and, if it did, the event had not 
occurred by which it might be excused or palliated? ‘If the French and 
English Ministers had chosen to take advantage of us, they might have 
done so, and put forth this precedent as authority. They might have 
easily sent a small force to join our own, taken possession of the Isthmus, 
and made use of the aot to justify an immediate and even armed inter. 
vention in our effaire, - What-the people and Government of New Grenada 
will think when they come to read this correspondence—what this sister 
republic, having a trade with us of $5,000,000 per annum, that bas granted 
an American railroad company one of the greatest franchises of the times, 
and that constantly seeks our friendship and alliance, will think—what 
President Mosquera will think of us when he learns that our Secretary of 
State was ready, without cause, and on the request of an unfaithful and 
discarded foreign Minister, to intervene with an armed force in the do- 
mestic affairs of Colombia, at the very time he was using all his eloquence 
and energy to prevent intervention on the part of England and France, 
remains to be seen.” eS 

The ratifications of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between the United States and the Republic of Liberia were 
exchanged in London by Mr. Adams, the American Minister, 
aod Mr, Ralston, the Consul-General for Liberia. This is the 












first treaty and recognition of complete equality betwen the 
two countries. England recognised the Republic, and cntered 
into a treaty fourteen years ago, dad has since been followed 
by most of the other Powers, but the Washington Government 
have until now always held aloof from a step of this uature with 


a coloured community. 
The following statement of the Confederate finances appeared 
n the Daily News, which, it.must be remembered, is a Federal 


advocate :— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY NEWS.” 

Sir,—We hear a great deal of the Federal finances, but rarely have any 
officially statement from the Confederates. By the last mail a copy was 
received of the financial statement presented to the Confederate Congress 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, which perhaps you may consider snfi- 
ciently interesting to reproduce. 1 enclose an analysis turned into sterl- 
ing, and put in a distinct form. 

Tt will be seen that at a moment when the currency is already at 60 

r cent. discount, the Government are in immediate want of no less 
than £71,000,000, and with no resource but a further issue of notes. 

To meet the emergency a very extraordinary measure is proposed. 
Experience has proved that the amount of notes which can be cancelled 
by voluntary conversion into bonds is very small, partly because there is a 
natural distrust of the stability or solvency of the Confederate Govern- 
ment, but chiefly because the holders of currency cannot afford to invest 
it. ‘They want it for everyday transactions, and have not the means to 
turn the money in hand into stocks, however good or profitable these 
might be. 

Under these circumstances the Secretary recommends that the conver- 
sion shall be compulsory. All notes issued prior to the Ist, of December, 
1862, must be brought in and converted into bonds before a certain date, 
after which they will cease to be currency, and become useless to the 
holders. When’ they are thus withdrawn, it is hoped that the new issue 
of 70 millions will float without further depreciating the value of the cur- 
rency. : 

This amounts to a forced loan of the whole amount of currency. now 
out. HE practicables: it would be in the highest aegree unjust, but it is 
impossible, or possible only by the utter destruction of the value of Con. 
federate Government securities and notes. 

In proportion to the relative population of the two sections of the 
American States, it would seem that the embarrassments of the Confe- 
derates are greater than those of the Federals. In fact the Confederate 
finances appear by this statement to be in a desperate condition.—lam, &c.,

‘The actual value in December, as stated in the intercepted despatches, 
was 5 cents currency to the Id. sterling, equivalent to a premium of rather 
more than 150 per cent.on gold; aud the paper dollar therefore was 
worth rather under 40 cents, or 60 per cent. discount. 

The committee of Lloyd’s have determined to close that es+ 
tablishment on the day of the marriage of the Prince of Wales, 
the 10th of March, and it is fully anticipated that the Stock 
Exchange, the Bultic, and Jerusalem Coffee Houses, and other 


places of commercial resort, will follow the same course, 
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It is expected that the budget will not be introduced until 
after Easter. Probably about the 17th of April may be about 
the date. Auticipations regarding reductions in the tea and 
sugar duties are becoming less sanguine, but after the evidence 
lately brought forward, it is difficult to believe that Mr. Glad- 
stone can intend any longer to maintain the form of protection 
involved in the differential rates on sugar. The motion placed 
upon the notice paper in the House of Commons for a gencral 
alteration of these duties has taken the trade entirely by sur- 
prise, and the terms in which it is stated are so vague, that the 
parties interested have been unable to arrive at any clear con- 
clusion as to its probable effect. Their uncertainty has been 
prolonged by the absence of Mr. Gladstone from his official 
post, owing to the death of his brother. 

‘The biddings for £400,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England, the amounts apportioned being £236,800 
to Calcutta, £160,000 to Bombay, and £3,200 to Madras. The 
declared minimum in each case was the same as on the last 
occasion, 1s. 1]}d. per rupee on Calcutta, and 2s, on Bombay 
and Madras, and the applications within the limits were for 
about £1,070,000. Tenders on Calcutta at 1s, 11d. will 
receive about 53 per cent., on Bombay at 2s. about 19 per 
cent., and on Madras at 2s, in full. 

The report of the Southampton Dock Company, to be pre- 
sented at the half-yearly meeting on the 25th inst., states the 
available balance at £10,636, out of which a dividend is recom- 
mended at the rato of 4} per cent. per annum, leaving £2,528 
to be carried forward. 

An amalgamation has been made of the London bauking 
firm of Messrs. Heywood, Kennards, and Co., with the joint- 
stock “ Bank of Manchester.” The arrangement will date re- 
trospectively, to the Ist of January last, and the London 
business will continue without the slightest change, except of a 
formal character. The Bank of Manchester was established in 
1828, and was the first that had the courage to enrol itself 
under the Limited Liability Act—a step which was attended by 
an accession of business, and which caused a number of the 
leading and most prudent persons in Manchester to be- 
come shareholders and to join the direction who would 
rightly have refused to connect themselves with any 
joint-stook bank whatever on the old system. The 
capital of the Bank of Manchester consists of 56,731 
shares, of £10 cach, on which £4 has been paid, making a 
total of 226,924; and Messrs. Heywood, Kennards, and Co. 
are to supply in their private capacity a similar amount, so that 
the shareholdings in London and Manchester will be equal. 
At present the Board of the Bank of Manchester consists of 
twelve directors. The number will be increased to cightcen, 
and Mr. J. P. Heywood is to be chairman and Mr, Coleridge 
Kennard managing director. At the last meeting of the Bank 
of Manchester the dividend declared was at the rate of ten per 
cont. por annum, and the reserve fund was stated at £45,638. 
A week ago the shares were at 3} prem, and they have since 
advanced to 4} to 5. 

The report of the Oriental and General Marine Insurance 
Company will be found in another column. The accounts show 
that after having pad all the preliminary expenses incurred in 
the formation, as also all charges, salaries, expenses, &c., together 
with clain:s for losscs, averages, and returns, adjusted to the 
31st December last, there remuius a surplus of £48,216, The 
directors recommend that £3,039 be applied to the payment 
of interest at the rate of 5 per cent, upon the paid-up capital 
of the company, and that the remainder be carried forward in 
the usual course. It will be scen that the directors have ap- 
pointed agents in India and China for the adjustment of claims, 
and policies are now granted payable there. The agents in 
Singapore are Messrs. Cumming, Beaver and Co., and Messrs. 
Johnson and Co., of Hong Kong and Shanghai. Tho business 
of this office has been conducted with great prudence and suc- 
cess, and the appointment of Mr. Secretan as the underwriter 
has been attended with the satisfactory results we anticipated. 

Telegrams have reached Lloyd's, from their agent at Alox- 
andria, communicating the loss of another steamer belonging 
to the British India Steam Navigation Company, called the 
Burmah, 777 gross tonnage, which appears to have taken place 
on the 21st of last month, ou the coast of Pulicat, to the north 
of Madras, The telegram states that she left Madras on the 
previous day for Negapatam, with passengers and a geueral 
cargo, and her going ashore at the place mentioned is attributed 
toa strong current setting in towards the coast. The spot 
where the ship is said to lic is a considerable distance to the 











northward of that where the Jason steamer was wreeked only 
a few weeks ago. The Burmahk was an iron built steamer, 2 
feet long, 29 feet beam, and 26 feet in dey th in the hold. Uer 
engines were of 160-horse power. She was built at Greenock 
in 1858, under special survey, and was classed in Lloyd's 
Register as A 1 for 12 years, The Bussorah, which foundered 
a short time since off the Isle of Islay, on her way to Bombay 
from Greenock, as reported in our last, belonged to the same 
company. The Burmah is reported to be fully insured at 
Lloyd’s. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Bank of Egypt, the report, 
which was adopted, showed that the net profits for the half- 
year amounted to £10,157, which, added to £5,255 balance 
brought forward from the previous half-year, made £15,413 
available for appropriation; £2,000 balance of preliminary 
expenses was written off, and a dividend at the rate of 7 per 
cent. per annum was declared, free of Income-tax, payable on 
the 25th inst. This left £4,663 to be carried forward, 

‘The bar silver brought by the West India packet has been 
sold for India at 614d. per oz., showing no alteration from the 
price obtained for the last arrival. Transactions to some 
extent have, however, been effected in the interval at a fraction 
higher. Some Mexican dollars which arrived by the Gipsy 
Queen, from Matamoras, kave becn disposed of at 6544. per oz. 
for shipment to Chica by the steamer just sailed. 

The following is from the New York Times :— 

« Among the arrivals at San Francisco was a ship from Shanghai, 
bringing as cargo 700 bales of cotton goods (drills and sheetings) from 
China. . Considering the enormous prices of cotton goods in this country, 
this is not at all wonderful. Cotton can be raised in China cheaper than 
in any other part of the world, oscept the Southern States, owing to the 
great abundance and low price of labour ; and from the same cause, it 
can be manufactured cheaper there than anywhere else, except in Europe 
and this country, where there is Iabour-saving machinery. Still, China 
has never produced enough for her own use, and has imported largely 
from the East Indizs. But the temptation of the high prices ruling here 
is too much for the Celestials, When John Chinaman learns that cotton 
in New York sells at 90 cents per Ib., he will ship every ounce of it he 
can find or raise, and, if necessary, go naked himself. - If votton goods 
keep up at their present price for any length of time, we should not 
wonder to sce all New York during the coming summer dressed in nan- 
keens. Nothing could be better for the warm weather, or more economi- 
cal for the hard times. California will find this a fine beginning for that 
immense Oriental trade she so much covets, and is bound some day to 
enjoy. 

‘Lhe chief Customs’ duties produced the following suis in 
the year 1862:—The duty on sugar, £6,641,231 ; the duty 
on tobacco, £5,714,448 ; on tea, £5,582,793 ; om forcign and 
colonial spirits, £2,622,728 ; ou wine, £1,123,605 ; on corn, 
£962,432. 

The Mary Lee, from Wong Kong, has arr:ved at Liverpool 
with a full cargo of cotton from China, the first full cargo 
which has ever reached Liverpool from Hong Kong. 

A further portion of the plant and stock for the Singapore 
Gas Works is engaged to go out in the Benvoirloch, and a num- 
ber of skilled mechavics will proceed by an early mail.

MANCHESTER MARKETS.

‘The quaatity at sca (Kast Indian) was 182,000 bales, against 140,000 
at-the same time last year, Less than twenty weeks’ supply was considered 
geod when the prodaction was fully equal to the whole consuming power 
Of the country, and many ot our spinners think the present stock should 
ieep prices af Liverpool niore in check, Itis evident that consumers are 
Lying very moderately at the present high rates, and many people think 
it is equally clear that with the heavy stocks of goods still on hand, the 
out-tura of the mills yet working is larger than will find its way into con- 
sumption at the present high range of prices. An illustration of the way 
in shich dear calico is stimulating the trade in woollen fabrics (to say 
nothing of linen, silk, and mixed goods) has transpired in a local circum- 
stance of some novelty. It has been long a custom (more peculiar to 
Lancashire and Yorks! re-perhopt than to many other counties) o stuff beds 
with woollen flocks instead of feathers. In times when woul has been 
plentiful and cheap, it has no doubt occurred that wool of a very fair 
ity bas been used for this purpose, and the fact referred to above is, 
that of late small dealers have becn industriously engaged in hunting up 
woollen-flock beds, and either buying them from the owners, or giving 
sum of money to be allowed to take out these locks, and substitute for 
bem cotton flocks, or same other material of less value,
